1. Attach Connecting Bolts (ZB) Align the exposed threads on the Connecting Bolts (ZB) with the pre-threaded holes 
in the Left & Right Side Panels (B, C) and Middle Vertical Panel (D). Tighten by turning in a clockwise direction 
using the Phillips Head Screwdriver (ZI). 

2. Attach Left Side Panel (B) & Middle Vertical Panel (D) Align the Connecting Bolts (ZB) with the pre-drilled holes 
in the ends of Left Rails (G). Be sure that the dowels on the ends of Left Rails align with the holes in the Left Side 
Panel (B) and Middle Vertical Panel (D). Insert the Eccentric Cams (ZC) into the pre-drilled holes in the Left Side 
Panel (B) and Middle Vertical Panel (D). Make sure the groove in the Eccentric Cams (ZC) faces out and the arrow 
points towards the Connecting Bolts (ZB). Use the Flat Head Screwdriver (ZJ) to adjust the Eccentric Cams (ZC) and 
to lock the inserted Connecting Bolts (ZB) in place by turning in a clockwise direction. Cover the Eccentric Cams 
(ZC) with Plastic Covers (ZD). See Illustration #1. 

3. Attach Right Side Panel (C) Refer to Step 2 to attach Stationary Shelf (R) to the Middle Vertical Panel (D) and 
Right Side Panel (C). At the same time insert the dowels of Right Rails (H) into the pre-drilled holes in the Vertical 
Panel (D) and Right Side Panel (C). See Illustration #1. 

4. Attach Base Assembly (E) Align the pre-drilled holes in the Base Assembly (E) with the pre-threaded holes in the 
Left & Right Side Panels (B, C) and Middle Vertical Panel (D). Secure with Long Allen Head Bolts (Y), Lock 
Washers (ZF) and Flat Washers (ZG) using Allen Head Tool (ZH or ZK). See Illustration #1.

5. Attach Connecting Bolts (ZB) Align the exposed threads on the Connecting Bolts (ZB) with the pre-threaded holes 
in the Back Panel (F). Tighten by turning in a clockwise direction using the Phillips Head Screwdriver (ZI). See 
Illustration #2. 

6. Attach Back Panel (F) Align the Connecting Bolts (ZB) with the pre-drilled holes in the edges of Left Side Panel 
(B) and Middle Vertical Panel (D). Insert the Eccentric Cams (ZC) into the pre-drilled holes in the Left Side Panel (B) 
and Middle Vertical Panel (D). Make sure the groove in the Eccentric Cams (ZC) faces out and the arrow points 
towards the Connecting Bolts (ZB). Use the Flat Head Screwdriver (ZJ) to adjust the Eccentric Cams (ZC) and to lock 
the inserted Connecting Bolts (ZB) in place by turning in a clockwise direction. Cover the Eccentric Cams (ZC) with 
Plastic Covers (ZD). See Illustration #2. 

7. Attach Push Rail (Q) Insert the Push Rail (Q) into the pre-bored holes in the Front and Back Push Rail Base (O, P). 
Align the pre-threaded holes in the Front and Back Push Rail Bases (O, P) with the pre-drilled holes in the Left Side 
Panel (B). Secure with Short Allen Head Bolts (ZE), Lock Washers (ZF) and Flat Washers (ZG) using Allen Head 
Tool (ZH or ZK). See Illustration #2. 

8. Attach Top Panel (A) Align the pre-drilled holes in the cleat rails of Top Panel (A) with the pre-threaded holes in 
the Left & Right Side Panels (B, C). Secure with Short Allen Head Bolts (ZE), Lock Washers (ZF) and Flat Washers 
(ZG) using Allen Head Tool (ZH or ZK). See Illustration #2.

9. Attach Door (N) Align the pre-drilled holes in the Door (N) with the pre-drilled holes in the hinges of Left Side 
Panel (B). Secure with Small Phillips Head Screws (ZA) using Phillips Head Screwdriver (ZI). Insert the Phillips 
Head Bolts (V) through the pre-drilled holes in the Door (N) into the Handle (U). Secure with Phillips Head 
Screwdriver (ZI). See Illustration #3. 

10. Attach Big & Small Adjustable Shelves (S, T) Insert the Shelf Pins (W) into the desired pre-drilled holes in the 
Left and Right Side Panels (B, C) and Middle Vertical Panel (D). Put shelves in place. See Illustration #3. 

1 1 . Assemble Drawer Align the pre-drilled holes in Left Side Panel of Drawer (J) with the pre-drilled holes in the Front 
& Back Panels of Drawer (I, L). Note: Grooves of the drawer panels should face inward and meet. Insert 
Bottom Panel of Drawer (M) into the grooves of Front, Left Side & Back Panels of Drawer (I, J, L). Secure with 
Big Phillips Head Screws (Z) using Phillips Head Screwdriver (ZI). Align the pre-drilled holes in the Right Side 
Panel of Drawer (K) with the pre-drilled holes in the Front & Back Panels of Drawer (I, L). Secure with Big Phillips 
Head Screws (Z) using Phillips Head Screwdriver (ZI). Insert the Phillips Head Bolts (V) through the pre-drilled 
holes in the Front Panel of Drawer (I) into the Handle (U). Secure with Phillips Head Screwdriver (ZI). See 
Illustration #3. 

12. Attach Drawer Stoppers (X) Insert the drawer into the cabinet. Insert the Drawer Stoppers (X) into the pre-drilled 
holes in the Left & Right Side Panels (J, K). See Illustration #3.
